Washington, April 12.—The senate 


committed on finance with 
all 
the 


members present met at 10 o'clock 
today and Chairman Aldrich presented 
the bill as amended by the majority 
members oC the committee. M;my of 
the revenue producing features will be 
reported subsequently us they are In- 
tertwined 
with administrative fea- 


tures of the measure which will be 


The tariff on fashioned cotton ho- 


siery is reduced from the house rate 
and the tariff on gloves is placed at 
the rate in the Dlngloy • law. 
These 


two features of the house bill have 
been the cause of the greatest discus- 
sion and the loudest protests. 


Senator 
Aldrich, 
where he 
was 


requested to make a, brief summary 
of the general character of changes 
proposed by the senate finance com- 
mittee to the house tariff bill, furnished 
the following statement: 


'In main, the rates In tho tariff bill 


reported from the senate finance com- 
mittee are lower than those in the 
bill as it passed the house, the actual 
number of reductions being about three 
times tho number of increases. 
Such 


increases as have been made have been 
largely rendered necessary to preserve 
tho symmetry of the schedule. A con- 
siderable number of articles in com- 
mon use have been taken from the du- 
tiable list of the house bill and re- 
stored to the free list. The great mass 
of rates reported are below those of 
the existing law." 


Chemical Schedule. 


In schedule "A," the chemical sched- 


ule, the principal changes are in the 
nature of reductions below the housa 
bilL An important change is in put- 
ting distilled and expressed oils upon 
the free list. In schedule "B" (earth 
End earthenware) the rates 
remain 


largely the same. In glass and glass- 
ware the rates remain the same as in 
the house bill. The committee restored 
Iron ore to the dutiable list at 25 cents 
per ton, a reduction of 15 cents per 
ton from the Dlngley rate. The house 
had made 'large reductions in this 
schedule throughout. 
Nearly 
all of 


these reductions have been'retained by 
the senate committee. 


The senate committtee has retained 


the house rate on lead ore of 1% cents 
per r^«id, but has raised the rates on 
lead products through out the bill to 
correspond with this duty on ore. 


Lumber Schedule, 


In schedule "D" (wood and manu- 


factures of wood) the senate has taken 
the house rate of 51 a thousand 
on 


rough lumber, a reduction of 51 from 
the Dlngley tariff, and has retained 
the house rates 'on manufactures of 
woods, nearly all showing reductions 
from the Dingley rates. 


The senate committee left the sugar 


schedule as it came from the house, 
but reduced the house rate on sugar 
in biscuits and wafers from 60 to 20 
per cent. 
The tobacco schedule re- 


mains practically 
unchanged, 
but 


where reductions were made by the 
house, the senate committee has re- 
stored the Dingley rates, in response 
to the demands of farmers throughout 
the country and of representatives of 
great agricultural interests. The fish 
schedule remains as it came from the 
house. The senate has returned cocoa 
to the free list, believing that an arti- 
cle of such general consumption, both 
as a beverage and In all forms of 
chocolate, should no more be made du- 
tiable than tea or coffee.

He' has a month's bookings ahead o 
him and will then rest up for the 
Cbaiitauqiia tour during the summer.

Dr. George E. Snearly, is un- 
der indictment on a murder charge re- 
turned by the grand jury of Wabash 
county, were brought to Fort Wayne 
shortly after noon today. The scien- 
tific Investigation into the case, under 
the direction of the court by represen- 
tatives of both the state and -the de- 
fense, will bo.made in Fort-Wayne. 


This is the second time the remains 


of Mrs. Snearly have been exhumed. 
A few days after her funeral services 
the coroner of Wabash county ordered 
an autopsy, and Dr. B. "W. Rhamy, of 
this city, made a'Chemical analysis to 
determine the presence or absence of 
poison In the body. 
The Wabash 


county grand jury returned an indict- 
ment against Dr. Snearly for his wife's 
death, and when bond w.as refused Dr. 
Snearly carried the case to "Whitley 
county on a change of.venue and be- 
gan habeas -corpus, proceedings to se- 
cure his liberty. In directing1 that the 
accused mail be liberated under a bond 
of $10,000 pending his trial,' Judge 
Wrigley ordered a more thorough ex- 
amination of the remains of the dead 
woman, to be made by physicians/and 
analysists representing both the state 
and defense. Dr. B. W. Rhamy and 
Dr. G. W. McCaskey, of this city, .were 
chosen to make the chemical analyses, 
and it was determined to bring the 
remains of the dead woman to Fort 
Wayne, where the work might be done 
more thoroughly. This was accomp- 
lished today, a number of physicians 
interested in the case accompanying 
the body to Fort Wayne.

Widely Sought by Firms. 


Of- all the singers In the world non 


was more widely sought by the "talk 
ing machine manufacturers" than Sig 
nctr Caruso. For a single song thej 
were/willing to pay him two or three 
thousand dollars. It was last season 
that Caruso began to realize what an 
enormous revenue this canning of his 
voice for •widespread distribution would 
mean to him. He accepted engage- 
ment after engagement with the mak- 
ers of records and it is said his income 
in one year from this source alone was 
more than $60.000. 


His 
friends 
and 
his physicians 


warned him against a continuation of 
the practice. The strain of hurling the 
voice into a funnel for the purpose ot 
making records is far greater 
than 


that of producing the volume requisite 
to a performance of grand opera. Yet 
again this season Signer Caruso per- 
sisted in earning this comparatively 
"easy money" for himself, and the tax 
upon his voice, which as far back as 
the summer of 1D07 had begun to show 
signs of the extraordinary demands 
mn.de upon him by his regular work, 
proved too severe for nun. 


Greed Spurs on Singer. 


That Caruso by his contributions to 


canned music was taking tho risk of 
wrecking his voice has been known 
lor some time In Intimate friends In 
grand opera circles, but his greed for 
the attendant revenue had developed 
into a craze, and he could not be in- 
duced to decline the repeated offers 
of the gramophono agents.

Ft. De France, Martinique. Apr:) 12.' 


—Prior to being taken 
aboard 
the 


steamer Versailles for deportation to 
"France, former President Castro pre- 
pared a written protest against the 
action of the French government which 
has been submitted to the authorities 
here. It reads as follows: 


"I hereby protest against the action 


of the French authorities of Marti- 
nique in bavins me put by force on 
board an outgoing vessel. First, be- 
cause I was ill at the time and because 
the act imperiled my life: second, be- 
cause I have committed 
no 
offense 


against the government of France and 
the authorities of Martinique during 
the time that I WHS permitted to re- 
main on that island; and finally, be- 
cause the decree of expulsion which or- 
ders my deportation 
out of French 


territory, compels me to take passage 
aboard a vessel which will again land 
me on French territory. 


"Moreover, 
these 
considerations 


aside, tho case constitutes a case of 
International law and a denial of the 
rights of Individuals. 
Thot 
such a 


thing should have come to pass In the 
land which s"w the birth of Josephine 
and from which came ,the inspiration 
and presage of liberty, and 
at 
the 


hnnds of a p.eople who shed their blood 
by torrents hardly a century ago to 
maintain unimpaired the rights and 
prerogatives of man is Inconceivable." 


Will Sail fop Teneriffe. 


The former president said "just be- 


fore the sailing of the Versailles that 
If he was at liberty when he arrived 
at St. Nazaire he would proceed im- 
mediately to Spain to take passage for 
Santa Cruz, Teneriffe. Castro said ho 
was leaving his brother Carmelo here 
for the purpose of receiving mail which 
he expects to be forwarded from Trini- 
dad and Venezuela. 


The Versailles will stop at Basse 


Terre and Point n, Pitre, Guadeloupe. 
Hardly had the steamer left port when 
a party of Castro's friends arrived- on 
the steamer Goclette from St. Lucia. 
They were surprised' that the former 
president had been expelled from the 
island and had 
a. long consultation 


with Castro's brother. 


The, removal of the former president 


of Venezuela from tho • hotel to 
the 


steamer was not without its pitiful 
aspects. Immediately on the announce- 
ment by

commission, 


which made a lengthy examination of 
Castro, that he was capable of making 
the vbyage, the commissary of police, 
with air escort of gendarmes, invaded 
the hotel and proceeded to his cham- 
ber.

protested that he could not move, they 
carried him downstairs, the pn,iipnt all 
the while moaning dismally, oi?5%at- 
tress and placed him on a • stretcher. 
Officers from the United States cruiser 
North Carolina, in civilian- dress, help- 
ed to make him as comfortable as pos- 
sible, and then 
the 
stretcher 
was 


picked up by four colored men and 
taken to the steamer deck. Gendarmes 
guarded it on either side and 2,000 
persons 
followed 
the 
procession 


through the streets. 


The entrance to-the French line piers 


was guarded by police and no one was 
permitted to enter, except those who 
were connected directly with the trans- 
ference of the former president. 


Some-difficulty' was -experienced in 


hoisting the litter aboard and for a 
moment Castro" was in.peril of falling 
out. 
The stretcher .was set down in 


one o£ the cabins and -Castro at once 
decided that tho room was too small 
and demanded that he' be transferred 
to another cabm. 
He was promised 


that a change would be made during 
the voyage. 


In saying farewell to his brother, he 


waved his hand and exclaimed: 


"Good-by for the moment!" 
The A'ersailles immediately slipped

sided In breweries, the licenses having 
been taken out by Individuals who 
conduct the business on commission or 
upon somo basis of n. partnership di- 
vision of profits.

The Necessity of Improvement 


Possible Only'by the Right 


Kind of Education. 


with the flock. 


In 
ex-president 
Roosevelt's 
an- 


nouncement of the commission to study 
the problems of farm life there ap- 
peared this sentence: 
"Whatever will prepare country chil- 


dren for life on the farm, and what- 
ever will brighten home life in the 
country and mako it richer and more 
attractive for the mothers, wives and 
daughters of farmers., should be ^ done 
promptly, thoroughly and gladly." 


Nobody will deny this proposition, 


neither can it be disputed that the ^ ^ 
remedy for most of the miseries ot 
s 
farm life lies in the improvement of 
the condition of the children. From the 
children come the men and women of 
the'"armers. and influence of bad liv- 
ing on the child is plainly seen in our 
farm life everywhere. 


It Is a. fact, however much we may 


dislike 'to admit, that the lives of the 
boys and girls on the farm in a ma- 
jority of cases are hard, joyless and 
hopeless. We have no figures to prove 
that the greater number of farm chil- while the 
drcn are living without pleasure and owns it 
•without hope, but we base our state- 
ment upon personal observation and 
actual experience. 


There are many farmers In every 


state who have ample means to Im- 
prove the living conditions of their 
families—to provide comfortable fur- 
niture, help for their wives, education 
for their sons and daughters, but who 
live meanly and deny their wives and 
children and themselves the common 
comforts of life.

to-whether'the operation of dehorning 
is very painful,.and whether it may 
not be'classed as cruelty to animals. 


Those -who have had an extensive ex- 


perience in dehorning appear to agree 
that the pain induced by the operation 
has been greatly overestimated, as 
careful observation has shown that 
shrinkage in the yield of milk as well 
as o£ butter fat following the dehorn- 
ing of cow's is temporary and insig- 
nificant.

A GOOD SHEEP-rSEEHNG TROUGH 


Every feature of sheep raising should

A flat-bottom trough is better for 


feeding sheep, as they will not waste 
so much by pushing the feed out as 
in the case of the V-shaped trough. 


The slower • eaters also get a little 


better chance. A trough with an sight- 
inch bottom board and four-inch aide 
boards, beveled slightly so as to give 
the trough a. -wider top than bottom, 
makes a splendid feeding device for 
ewes. 


Corn and bran mixed may be made 


in any proportion, one-fourth corn to 
three-fourths bran or one-third corn.

In a small business a few such hens 


can greatly reduce egg - production. 
While the inclination to brood, in 
moderate degree, Is essential to the 
business of those who raise poultry 
upon a small scale and for some reason 
prefer not to use incubators, yet an 
excess of the brooding propensity must 
be carefully prevented. 


Now, 
how is this evil to be mef 


There are few means to restrict the 
disposition to brood;' 
and most o 


those which are known are objection 
able, either because of the waste o 
time which they involve or becaus 
they aro not sufficiently effective,- o 
because ot llielr cruelty. 


There is, however, one method whic 


has been tested for years, and ha 
proved a success in. checking the tend 
ency to revert to the broody wild typ 
and in restoring the egg-production.
